Brief Statement based on the Provision of Article 19(1) 

In claims 1, 5, 6, and 7, it is clarified that, when 
the cholesteric liquid crystal is set to the planer state, 
after the reference voltage of the row driver is set to the 
first voltage which has a voltage value obtained by adding 
values VI and V2 , the reference voltage of the row driver is 
set to the second voltage which is reverse in polarity to 
the first voltage, and that no driving voltages are applied 
to the row electrodes and the column electrodes. 

The present invention uses low driving voltages to 
enable resetting of display by the cholesteric liquid 
crystal and writing of information.
